Ave indigestion or gastro- 

enteritis (inflammation of 
the inner lining of the stomach 
and bowels) is very general and 
appears in many degrees of 
severity. In the mild form of 
simple diarrhoea and vomiting, 
the baby. usually under two 
years.of age, starts by being fret- 
tul atnight, restless and irritable 
all day with loss of appetite, or 
a craving appetite and great 
thirst. There is some fever and a 
general misery. Others start in 
suddenly with high fever 102 tu 
105 degrees F., great prostration, 
and frequent nausea. Sumec cases 
have severe abdominal pain and 
cramps. It is a very sevele and 
very serious condition und if the 
baby is not very strong, it will be 
very difficult to save its life.

E HAVE aU variations in this 

picture, but they are all from 
one source, indigestion primarily, 
with impure food or milk or 
water as a start. Probably the 
most common source of trouble 
is the milk supply. In the cities 
where the milk is produced by 
c’can, healthy cows and is kept 
clean until the baby gets it, this 
form of: summer trouble has al- 
most entirely disappeared. Occa- 
sionally a breast - fed baby will 
develop it, but we will usually 
find that the mother’s health is 
not good.

HEN we consider that the in- 

testinal tract is about 26 
feet long and that when this 
poisoning starts, it affects almost 
the entire tract, we can under- 
stand why it is so serious. We 
see why the child even becomes 
pale and listiess, whines and 
moans and cares nothing for 
anything except water. We 
understand why the condition so 
often: causes death or a prolonged 
convalescence. 

HEN the disturbance starts 

we can be sure there is 
something in the intestinal tract 
that is causing irritation ana 
nature is trying to get rid of “it. 
Tne very worst thing we can do 
is to: give something to stop the 
discharges mechanically, such as 
pismuth “and paragoric. We 
snould help nature, not hinder 
her.“Many things can be used. 
probably the best single remedy 
being castor oil, which leaves a 
mygh healthier condition in the 
intestines. An enema of haking 
soda and warm water is always 
safe. 

ILK should not be given till 

recovery is complete. The 
stomach should be kept empty 
for 24 hours if possible, and then 
thin barley water or albumen 
water should be used in very 
small quantities. If the condition 
continues for 24 hours, send for 
your physician and obey him.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


FISH IS GOGD 
FOR A CHANGE 


By JUDITH WILSON 

F ONLY American homemakers 

could view the offerings of the 
fish market with the imaginative 
enthusiasm of a French chef, 
meals in a great many homes 
along the seashore where all 
kinds of fish are available the 
year round—might be less mo- 
notonous, less expensive and 
more nourishing and exciting 
than they often are. 

Clam Bisque 
Let. vour fish dinners begin 
with a fish appetizer, cocktail or 
soup. Clam bisque in the first 
menu will be enjoyed by all who 
like the flavor of this shellfish. 
Scrub the shells of three dozen 
small clams in cold water, then 
place them in a saucepan with 
a quart of hot water and cook 
until the shell opens. Scoop 
them out as they open and re- 
move the meat from the shells. 
Chop the meat fine, strain the 
broth and put it back on the 
fire with the chopped meat in 
it Thicken with a tcblespoon of 
flour to which a tablespoon at 
butter has been addea. Season 
with pepper and ccok slowly for 
five minutes. Add one-half cup 
cream and serve at once, each 
serving garnished with finely 
chopped parsley. 
Salmon Timbaleés 
The salmon timbaJes (canned 
salmon) are dressy and delicious. 
Flake very fine enough salmon 
to make two cups when flaked 
Add two teaspoons iemon juice, a 
few drops of tobasco, a little salt 
end one-third cup cream, 
whipped until stiff. Add the 
stiffy beaten whites of three 
eggs and mix thoroughly. But- 
ter custard cups or. timbale 
molds and fill two-thirds full of 
the salmon mixture. Set the 
molds into a pan of hot water. 
having the water come half way 
up on the molds. Bake in a 
moderate oven for twenty to 
twenty-five minutes. Unmold and 
sérve at once with a rich cream 
sauce to which chopped parsley 
has been added or a cucumber- 
whipped cream sauce. Garnish 
with green pepper rings and 
wedges of lemon. 
Filet of Sole 

If filet of sole is your choice, 
put the pieces of fish into a 
Saucepan and cover with white 
wine, Add a small onion, a shol- 
lot and six mushrooms all thinly 
sliced. Remove the fish from the 
pan and add one cup of cream 
and one tablespoon of butter 
blended with one tablespoon of 
flour. Simmer slowly for five 
minutes. Arrange the pieces of 
fish on a bed of freshly cooked, 
Grained spinach, cover with the 
sauce and place under a broiler 
flame until delicately browned.

Many so-called modern par- 
ents have themselves to blame 
for rudeness and disrespect in 
their children. Politeness must 
be taught and respect-inust be 
inspired. The parent in a play 
mood who. permits liberties, 
should be prepared to have the 
child take the same _ liberties 
later. That daddy isn’t playing 
or doesn’t want to play now, 
makes no difference to the child. 
He must play: play is his life. 
And in the spirit of play he seeks 
to repeat any pleasant exper- 
jience. 

Liberality can be stretched too 
far, and in doing this parental 
duty suffers neglect. Parents 
should bear in mini that they 
themselves are not youngsters, 
but oldsters whose place and 
duty it is to maintain dignity, or 
a semblance of it. It is their 
place to set an example for their 
young to follow. When parents 
make themselves foolish, they are 
neither convineing nor real. 

Parents and children belong to 
different generations and hence 
to different worlds. Recently I 
heard the mother of a_ high 
school senior say, “Julie and I 
travel around with the same 
crowd practically. People take us 
for sisters.’ At best, however. 
such a relationship mu&t be a 
strain. :
